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SUBJECT: SECRETARY' S FOREIGN POLICY REPORT 

1. TEXT OF ROC SECTION IN SECRETARY' S REPORT, SCHEDULED 
FOR RELEASE APRIL 19, FOLLOWS IN FULL: 

QUOTE: THE UNITED STATES HAS LONG HAD A POLICY OF FRIEND- 
SHIP AND COOPERATION WITH THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA ( ROC). 

OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS HAVE COOPERATED, AND WILL CONTINUE 
TO DO SO, IN A WIDE SPECTRUM OF ENDEAVORS. THIS CLOSE 
FRIENDSHIP FLOURISHED IN THE PAST YEAR, NOTWITHSTANDING 
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DEVELOPMENTS IN OUR CHINA POLICY WHICH CULMINATED IN THE 
PRESIDENT' S FEBRUARY TRIP TO PEKING. 

THE SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE, SUMMARIZING THE VISIT, STATED 
THAT THE US GOVERNMENT " ACKNOWLEDGES THAT ALL CHINESE ON 
EITHER SIDE OF THE TAIWAN STRAIT MAINTAIN THERE IS BUT 
ONE CHINA AND THAT TAIWAN IS A PART OF CHINA. THE US 
GOVERNMENT DOES NOT CHALLENGE THAT POSITION. IT 
REAFFIRMS ITS INTEREST IN A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF THE 
TAIWAN QUESTION BY THE CHINESE THEMSELVES. WITH THIS 
PROSPECT IN MIND, IT AFFIRMS THE ULTIMATE OBIECTIVE OF 
THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL US FORMENTIONED THE 6 WEEK RULE ON 
DOCUMENTATION. HE SUGGESTED POSTPONEMENT FOR ONE YEAR OF 
ITEM 22 ( TOURISM) AND THE REFERRAL OF 6( A) AND 6( C) 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON NATURAL RESOURCES AND 6( B) TO THE 
COMMITTEE ON SICENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT. 

REPS OF KENYA AND BRAZIL OPPOSED DELETION OF ITEM 22 
AND REFERRED OF ITEM 6. CHINESE REP NOTED THAT HE HAD 
NO OBJECTIONS TO THE INCLUSION OF ITEM 22 ON THE AGENDA 
BUT SAID THAT HE HAD RESERVATIONS ON THE IUOTO/ WTO 
PROGRESS REPORT WHICH HE WOULD EXPRESS AT THE PROPER 
TIME. ( CHINESE REP UNDOUBTLY WAS REFERRING TO THE 
NATIONALIST CHINESE MEMBERSHIP IN IUOTO). 

4. FRAZO, NOTING THAT THE USSR OBJECTIONS DID NOT 
CONSTITUTE FORMAL PROPOSAL, SUGGESTED THE APPROVAL OF THE 
AGENDA, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF ITEM 19. THE AGENDA WAS 
THEN APPROVED WITHOUT OBJECTION. 

5. THE INSCRIPTION OF A NEW ITEM ENTITLED " MEASURES TO 
BE TAKEN FOLLOWING THE FLOODS IN TUNISIA” PROPOSED BY 
AMB. RABETAFIKA ( MADAGASCAR) WAS ADOPTED WITHOUT 
OBJECTION. FRAZAO RECOMMENDED REFERRED OF THE ITEM TO THE 
CO- ORDINATION COMMITTEE. 

6. MINCOUN KITCHEN INTER VEND REGARDING 6 WEEK 
DOCUMENTATION RULE, NOTING THAT SOME 75 PERCENT OF 
THE DOCUMENTATION FOR THE ITEMS ON THE AGENDA DID 

NOT COMPLY WITH THAT RULE. OBSERVING THAT POSTPONEMENT 
OF AGENDA ITEMS WOULD MERELY CREATE A BULGE IN LATER 
SESSIONS, KITCHEN DID NOT PROPOSE DELETION OR POSTPONEMENT 
OF ITEMS BUT CALLED UPON THE COUNCIL TO FOCUS ON THIS 
FRUSTRATING PROBLEM WITH VIEW TO FINDING A SOLUTION. 

7. AMB. RABETAFIKA THEN PROPOSED INSCRIPTION OF 

ZAMBIA ITEM. SUPPORTING STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY FINLAND, 
SUDAN, ALGERIA, GUINEA, EGYPT, KENYA, INDIA, UGANDA 
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AND CHINA. CHINESE REP SAID THAT HIS DELEGATION FULLY 
SUPPORTS THE MADAGASCAR SUGGESTION IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
SECURITY COUNCIL RES 329 TO GIVE ASSISTANCE TO ZAMBIA 
AND TO REVIEW THIS QUESTION AND TAKE APPROPRIATE MEASURE. 
HE ADDED THAT THE ITEM SHOULD BE GIVEN FIRST PRIORITY. 
INCLUSION OF THE ITEM ON THE AGENDA WAS APPROVED BY 
CONSENSUS.
